California Is America’s Garden

For many years Califor 
out the state and the nation. 1 
great agricultural state citrus fruits are our greatest crop. Yet 
€here are a number of others which are produced in abundance 
—peaches, grapes, apricots, ete. 

But there are other agriculturists who have had a la 
im making California the greatest producer of the greatest 
umber of crops in America. And now Gov. Merriam has pro- 
claimed ‘‘ Asparagus week”’ in the state—beginning this coming 
Sunday. Perhaps such a proclamation will bring a smile to 
the faces of many—but is it so meaningless? : 
proper that we recognize what the farmers of California have 
done to make the state the chief provider of Mr. and Mrs. 
America’s fresh vegetables as well—a great quantity of which 

“go to market during the winter months when such products 
cannot be raised in other parts of the country and are there- 
fore most appreciated then. 

Asparagus, of which this state grows 90 per cent of the na- 
tion’s supply, is only one of the products. Of carrots, in 1916 
we shipped just four carloads eastward. Now we ship about 
9000 carloads yearly—or 77 per cent of America’s output. 
lettuce we shipped but 14,000 carloads in 1923. But 1936 had 
this more than doubled, becoming 35,000 carloads. 

And so it has been with tomatoes, celery, cauliflower and 
artichokes, all of which California today ships more than any 
other state. 

To what do we owe such striking progress? We owe it first 
to nature, for our climate and our soil. We owe it, also to the 
railroads, which annually carry 196,000 carloads of California 
perishables an average of 2800 miles to market; which have 
provided ever faster transportation at ever lower cost, and 
have perfected refrigeration to keep the ‘‘greens’’ erisp and 
palatable on their long journey to eastern dinner tables. 

Most of all, we owe it to the farmers themselves. They 
have irrigated and they have experimented with crops. They 
have applied a dauntless spirit and tireless energy to the task 
of making nature produce. 

‘* Asparagus week’’ can serve as a reminder that California 
—long famed as the world’s fruit orchard—is now also Amer- 
ica’s vegetable garden.

A few days ago the national debt made another “‘new high’’ 
—it reached $35,000,000,000—an increase of more than $15,- 
000,000,000 since the Roosevelt administration took office with 
the pledge to the American people that it would reduce na- 
tional expenditures within naticnal income. Not only is the 
national debt at its highest pcint-—-but at the same time the 
federal tax burden is also at a new high. The first ten months 
of this fiscal year citizens of the nation paid into the national 
treasury $4,091,498,000—which is $58,000,000 more than the 
government’s total revenue during that famous boom fiscal 
year of 1929. With business considerably below that of 1929 
it simply means that employers have to pay as taxes some of 
the money that would mean greater prosperity if they could 
pay it in inereased salaries and wages. And in spite of all 
this vast expenditure by the government, it is said the United 
States lags behind most of the world in recovery,
